uros at a moment' 4 notice. We aro
tpeudiiig our money and tanking
ovary effoit within our power to
ovonumo (ho dilllcullies complained
of. (irotiud is being broken at our
works for tbo oroutlnu of a building
which wo have reason to bolieve will
solve the problem, ho far as our worka
are concerned. Its mhuiohh means
that masters now handling 220 tona
of ore per day will be thrown out of
use. Tho epxeusn to us Ih not going
to bo iosH than 870,000." Manager
R. II. Chauniiig, of tho Utah Con-

solidated, said ho knew that the
difficulties complained of would be
overcome in a roainuahlo length of
time. The plans being drawn and tbo
processes to bo installed by tho com-

pany would cost Iu the neighborhood
of 8100,000.
